MIDWINTER PREVUE

he 1959 Midwinter Meeting of the Chicago Dental Society promises to exceed 

all expectations, from what we hear of the plans for the February 8-11 gathering. 
Again this year a number of new features have been added to the program, all of 
them of special interest. Also, a few changes have been made from the regular format 
of past years. 

This year there will be no General Session on Monday night. There will be a 
major civic luncheon on Monday noon marking the opening of the American Dental 
Association’s Centennial year, with governmental, civic, public health and educa- 
tional leaders invited. Arthur S. Flemming, Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare, will be the featured speaker at this luncheon. The dinner-dance will be 
held on Tuesday night instead of on Wednesday as in former years, so that everyone 
at the Meeting can come out and enjoy the fun. 

Of course there will be the regular features of the program—essays, limited at- 
tendance clinics, table clinics and projected clinics—plus the additional features of 
which we spoke. Of special interest will be the halfday panels. Probably the most - 
popular subject being presented in panel form will be prosthodontia. This panel will 
be moderated by Dr. Carl O. Boucher of the Ohio State University College of 
Dentistry. Panel members will discuss impressions for complete dentures, immediate 
denture construction, esthetics, and errors in occlusion resulting from processing. 
Time will be allowed for general discussion and questions from the audience. Other 
panels will cover practice management, high speed dentistry, children’s dentistry, 
and one presented by four physicians entitled, “How Long Will You Last?” covering 
the effects of posture, emotional stress, diet and heart on dentists’ health. A Sunday 
afternoon panel for students and their wives will include a dentist’s wife as a panelist 
discussing the ways in which a dentist’s wife can be a real help to her husband. We 
will have, also, closed-circuit television for three days with scheduled clinics presented 
mornings and table clinics in the afternoons. The Ak-Sar-Ben group, so popular 
three years ago, will be back again with a group demonstration. 

The Essay Program this year will include oral surgery, prosthodontia, full mouth 
rehabilitation, periodontia, high speed dentistry, endodontia, orthodontia, pedodontia, 
operative dentistry, practice management, radiology, crown and bridge, implants and 
a miscellaneous section. Limited Attendance Clinics will cover oral surgery, prostho- 
dontia, full mouth rehabilitation, implants, periodontia, endodontia, orthodontia, 
pedodontia, operative dentistry, crown and bridge, practice management, hypnodon- 
tia, diagnosis, and miscellaneous subjects.

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Christmas 1958 


As I reread the story of the birth of Christ in the second chapter of Luke 
and its great promise of peace on earth and good will toward men, I could not 
help but stop and wonder what “He” would think of this topsy-turvy world 
of ours, torn by war and insecurity. If He were to walk the streets of earth 
again I wonder what He would think of our mad rush to buy bigger, fancier 
and more costly gifts for those close to us while millions do not have enough 
to keep body and soul together. Certainly we should remember our loved ones 
with the very best we can but our pleasure will be enhanced if we have helped 
make Christmastide a little better for those whose needs are great. Iam think- 
ing of our A.D.A. Relief Fund giving and it doesn’t take a master mathema- 
tician to figure the giving of each individual of our 90,000 members to be a 
little more than an average of $1.30 per member. Certainly this sum does not 
convey the impression of liberal giving. There were a few states in which the 
average rose to $2.00 but even that is peanuts. Just think what an average of 
$5.00 would mean. Instead of the $110,000, we would have a return of $440,- 
ooo. Instead of grants of $100.00, $150.00, or at the very top, $200.00, we could 
make grants of $250.00 or even $300.00 so that the sunset years of those mem- 
bers upon whom misfortune has befallen might be freed from worry and the 
stigma of public charity. These things could come to pass if you and I cared 
enough to give at least a five spot. Then those words of the Master will become 
more real, “Inasmuch as you have done it unto the least of these, Ye have done 
it unto me.” 

In the same vein, it might be well for our Visitation Committee to also keep 
these patriarchs in mind by an occasional call or visit and maybe a pick-up to 
bring them to a dental meeting so that they can keep up with what goes on 
and to visit with old friends. Talk with them and make them feel that their 


counsel is needed and that they are still important. They have helped make our. 
profession great. 


Another Thought for Christmas 1958 


Several years ago the writer editorialized on the need for each of us to carry 
out our full share of responsibility for keeping our profession strong and un- 
fettered. At that time I proposed that a fund for dental education be estab- 
lished where we as individuals through our private giving can help meet the 
staggering increases in the cost of providing dental education. At the time the 
writer’s attention was focused on the lack of aid from the foundations like Ford, 
Rockefeller and others which had given millions to education but with only a 
very small pittance devoted to dental education. That which did go to dental 
education did so because the dental schools were a part of the University that 
was given funds. If we, as a profession, could show by real giving and by so 
doing demonstrate our concern for maintaining dental education’s place in the 
forefront, then I am certain these great philanthropic funds would lend their 
help. It is the writer’s feeling that had we been in a position to say to our 
representatives in Congress when asking for funds to establish the Dental 
research building that we would offer to share in the cost of such a building. 
Then we would be unlike so many other pressure groups, do something but 
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ask a beneficent government to do everything for us. The government should 
bear a large share in the responsibility, for the general public will be the ulti- 
mate benefactor but we as a profession will be directly benefited by being . 
better able to serve our patients. 

With our changing social pattern governmental aid is almost a necessity but 
each time another phase of our responsibility as a free people is taken over 
by a beneficent government we are selling our birthright and giving up another 
freedom for which our forefathers felt no price was too great to pay. We are 
one of the few bulwarks against creeping socialism and if we are to keep dental 
education free, you and I by personal gifts to our several Alma Maters can at 
least help. Maybe this Christmas would be a good time to send that check to your 
dental college as a way of saying thanks for the great gifts that are ours and 
your way of saying “I want dental education to be free and unfettered.” If the 
growth and progress of dentistry is to continue in the next 100 years as it did 
in the last 100 then you and I must take a more active interest in all phases of 
civic responsibilities, . 

May the Spirit of the Christ Child bring*to each of you peace and tranquility 
and may the New Year see all your hopes and dreams realized.

f at all possible the patient who is 
I presented to the dentist for treatment 
should be seen in the dental office 
for the original examination and radio- 
dontic survey. The dentist should request 
that the patient 
have a _ complete 
_ physical examina- 
tion by his own. 
physician the day 
before entrance in- 
to the hospital. This 
is to determine if 
the patient is phys- 
ically fit for a gen- 
eral anesthetic and 
the ordeal of a long 
Dr. Lawrence = operative time to 
complete the necessary dental treatment. 
It is the aim in these cases to complete 
all the work at one operative session. 
The parent is directed to enter the 
patient into the hospital the early after- 
noon of the day before the operation is 
to be performed. After the patient is 
registered in and assigned to a ward or 
room a physical examination is _per- 
formed by the intern on that service. 
The routine laboratory procedures are 
carried out as directed by the dentist. 
The dentist at this time requests that the 
anesthesiologist see the patient and be- 
tween them decide upon the drugs that 
aré to be given for pre-operative medi- 
cation. All orders as to food, drink and 
activity of the patient are listed in the 
patient’s hospital record. If the case is 
to be operated early the next morning, 
which is the ideal time, care should be 
exercised that the patient have nothing 
by mouth after midnight before the oper- 
ation. The orders as to amount of pre- 
medication drugs and the exact time they

are to be given is the responsibility of 
the dentist. 

Pre-medication may be accomplished 
in a number of ways—preference is given 
to demerol"®),, about 5 mgm. less numer- 
ically than the body weight in pounds— 
Thus, a 30-pound child would receive 
25 mgm. of demerol. Scopolamine is the 
anticholinergic agent of choice, in doses 
ranging from gr. 1/600 in infants to 
1/200 in adolescents. The preanesthetic 
hypo is given 45 minutes before the 
anticipated time of the operation. 


Anesthesia and 
Operative Procedures 


'‘ Early the next morning the patient is 
brought to surgery at the designated time. 
Anesthesia’ for the patient ten to eight- 
een years of age is induced with divinyl 
ether (Vinethene™)). By beginning ad- 
ministration with the mask held well 
above the face it is possible to produce 
unconsciousness without oppressive or 
confining effects. After unconsciousness 
has been reached, anesthesia carried into 
a light surgical plane with drop ether. 
Although this is not strictly necessary, in- 
asmuch as intravenous anesthesia is to 
follow immediately, it assures a quiet 
patient during the few minutes neces- 
sary to perform venipuncture. Also, a 
period of ether anesthesia promotes vaso- 
dilatation, enabling the anesthetist to find 
a vein more readily, and to use a larger 
needle. 

Venipuncture is performed in the foot, 
preferably in the anterior malleolar vein. 
The intravenous tubing is fitted with a 
3-way stopcock. One limb is attached 
to a 30 c.c. syringe containing 2% so- 
dium pentothal. The other limb is con-

nected to a 0.1% infusion of succinyl- 
choline (Anectine‘®)). This is prepared 
by adding 500 mgm. of succinylcholine 
to 500 c.c. of 5% dextrose in water. 

If the patient has become restless by 
the time venipuncture has been satisfac- 
torily performed, the administration of 
1 or 2 c.c. of pentothal solution is suffi- 
cient to restore a surgical level. This is 
true even in larger children. One must 
be particularly careful to avoid overdos- 
age at this point. The succinylcholine 
infusion is begun, at a rate not to exceed 
60 drops per minute. As relaxation pro- 
gresses, respiratory exchange is gradually 
decreased, and supplementation with 
oxygen is necessary. The infusion is con- 
tinued until the patient is apneic. Hyper- 
ventilation is then performed with the 
breathing bag to increase oxygen satura- 
tion and accomplish a temporary carbon 
dioxide wash-out. 

The vocal cords are exposed with a 
MacIntosh type of laryngoscope. Total 
relaxation is extremly helpful at this 
point. Laryngoscopy can be performed 
atraumatically, and the anesthetist can 
have a deliberate look at the larynx to 
determine the optimum size of endotra- 
cheal tube for each individual. 

An uncuffed plastic endotracheal tube 
is lubricated with 5% Xylocaine oint- 
ment'®) and induced. The tube is con- 
nected to a closed circle absorber. The 
succinylcholine infusion is reduced to a 
very slow rate, usually not more than 5 
or 6 drops per minute. 

Nitrous oxide-oxygen in a 2 to 1 ratio 
is begun. This is the maintaining agent. 
It provides a high degree of analgesia 
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with a large margin of safety and free- 
dom from explosion hazards. 
Should the nitrous oxide-oxygen anal- 


_ gésia become inadequate, supplementa- 


tion with a few c.c. of sodium pentothal 
may be necessary. Assisted respiration is 
necessary where appreciable quantities 
of succinylcholine are used. This may be 
especially desirable in small children 
where considerable dead space must be 
overcome in the anesthetic circuit. 
Anesthesia? for the patient two to 
ten years of age is accomplished in a 
similar but somewhat different technic. 
The handicapped child presents a 
number of problems in anesthetic man- 
agement, depending upon the extent and 
duration of the surgery and the nature 
and severity of physiologic disability. 
Brain damage frequently results in al- 
tered states of consciousness, particularly 


hyperirritability. The presence of con-_ 


vulsive states may require that the child 
be on maintenance dosage of an anti- 
convulsant. Ataractics may also be part 
of the daily prescription. Certain meta- 
bolic dysfunctions, including the lipo- 
dystrophies, may markedly alter suscepti- 
bility to anesthetic agents. 


Preanesthetic Medication 


Maintenance dosage of anticonvulsants 
should be continued, or postanesthetic 
convulsions may result. Ataracties should 
also be administered as usual.

be remembered that these drugs are cen- 
tral nervous system depressants, which 
synergize with barbiturates and opiates. 
The dosages of Demerol and barbiturates 
should be materially reduced if other de- 
pressants are given. 

The following dosage schedule is sug- 
gested for unmedicated children: 

Demerol—about 5 mgm. less than 
the weight in pounds 

Scopolamine—o.1 mgm. if the child 
is less than one year old, 0.2 mgm. 

. for ages two to four, 0.3 mgm. for 
age five and over. 

If the child is particularly hyperirrit- 
able barbiturates may be added by mouth 
or rectum. The dosage of Seconal or 
Nembutal generally recommended is 10 
mgm. per year of age. In extreme in- 
stances it may be necessary to administer 
a rectal hypnotic, such as Avertin or 
Pentothal. The latter is preferred, in dos- 
age of 20 mgm. per pound, usually in 
5% solution. 


Induction of Anesthesia 


Two general procedures are employed, 
depending upon the age of the child. 
Those over ten years are treated essen- 
tially as adults, unless growth retardation 
is marked. The following sequence ap- 
plies to children in the first decade of life: 

Vinethene is administered by open 
drop until consciousness is lost. Holding 
the mask well above the face minimizes 
breath holding and struggling during in- 
duction. A more profound level is then 
obtained with ether. Nasotracheal intu- 
bation is performed under direct vision. 

Children over ten years of age are in- 
duced with Pentothal intravenously. A 
2% solution is employed ; dosage require- 
ments rarely exceed 0.5 grams. After the 
child is asleep a 0.2% solution of suc- 
cinylcholine is administered by drip until 
apnea is obtained. After artificial hyper- 
ventilation with 100% oxygen, nasotra- 
cheal intubation is performed. A cuffed 
tube is usually introduced in older chil- 
dren. 
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Maintenance of Anesthesia 


A nitrous oxide-oxygen mixture is ad- 
ministered endotracheally from a closed 
circle absorber. Minimal amounts of 
ether may be added, but it must be re- 
membered that this constitutes an explo- 
sion risk. Older children may be given 
small additional doses of Pentothal. 

Alternatively, a non-explosible mixture 
of cyclopropane 10-15 percent, oxygen 
20-25 percent and helium 60 - 70 per- 
cent may be quite satisfactory. 


Recovery 


The child should be responding, with 
full control of protective throat reflexes, 
before being returned to a recovery ward. 

After good smooth anesthesia is ob- 
tained a mouth prop and the hydro- 
ceptor) attachment of the Vacudent®) 
is inserted. Operative procedures are 
carried out as under normal conditions. 
With the hydroceptor in place water can 
be safely directed on the field of opera- 
tion while doing preparations with dia- 
mond points and steel burs. 

During insertion of restorative mate- 
rials the large tube of the Vacudent is 
used, in addition to the hydroceptor, to 
pick up and carry away any loose scraps 
of materials that might be present. After 
all restorations are inserted and the 
mouth thoroughly cleaned by flushing 
with water and aspirating with the Vacu- 
dent, then any necessary extractions can 
be performed. 

The patient after completion of all 
operative procedures is moved from sur- 
gery to the recovery room. When recov- 
ery is complete the patient is returned 
to his room and in most instances can 
be taken home by the parents that day 
without any difficulty. 


Conclusions 


Children’s dentistry performed as. it 
should be for either normal or handi- 
capped is one of the most satisfying serv- 
ices we, as a profession, can render. We 
should be proud of our accomplishments 
and continually strive for perfection in 
the services we render to these adult 
patients of tomorrow.
